Big Bins 
For Grain 
Planned 


May Hold 13 
Million Bushel

Reports of plans for a large 


concentration of wheat storage 
space in Perkins County—possi- 
bly as much as 13 million bush- 
els—is the latest development in 
Nebraska's improving grain stor- 
age 'picture. 


It has been learned that liur- 
rus Mills, headquartered at Dal- 
las, Tex., plans to build storage 
facilities for a la,rge amount of 
wheat near Grant, 
Jack P. Burrus 
of 
Dallas, 
president of the company, s iid 
he is Hot at liberty to divulge 
details of the plan. 
He added 
that a public announcement of 
the 'firm's intentions would be 
made in three or four days. 
At Grant, Art Boehmer, man- 
ager of the Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation 
office, 


said reports there ranged from 
2 million to 13 million bushels 
of space intended to be b-iilt. 
He said the larger figure is be- 
ing talked about widely.

THE 13 million bushel figure 


would make it the largest con- 
centration of grain storage in the 
state. 
Boehmer said that plans are 


to locate the space two miles east 
of Grant. He said that 25 acres 
of land thpre has been loft un- 
worked. 
Indications are tbat 


most of the space would be in 
flat bins rather than in the up- 
right type, Boehmer added, 
Other reports had it that the 
13 Million bushels o£ space would 
be split between Perkins a n d 
Grant Counties. 
Burrus Mills is recognized as 
one of the nation's biggest deal- 
ers in high protein wheat. One 
of. the largest sources of such 
wheat is in western Nebraska. 


MEANWHILE, the state ASC 


office announced that sufficient 
Storage space is available to take 
care of the 1953 wheat now be- 
ing delivered from farms to the 
government under the price sup- 
port program. 
"We're over the fust hurdle," 


said James Lemley,, commodity 
section official. "But if we quit 
building more space now, we'll 
be -in real trouble at harvest 
time." 
]t will take the concentrated 


efforts of farmers 
and 
ware- 
housemen to store the crop that 
will be harvested 
in Ju!j, he 


stated. 
The immediate problem has 
been met largely through a "tre- 
mendous amount" of flat stor- 
age bins bLfilt in western Ne- 
braska by warehousemen and 
farmers, Lemley said. 
Because of this, he said, it has 
not been necessary yet for the 
Commodity Credit 
Corporation 


to build additional tins in Ne- 
braska. Authorization for. moie 
bins, if needed, was givert in 
March.

State Aid for Agriculture 


The nation's farm "problem" is consid- 


ered almost entirely one for the federal 
government to solve. So it is an unusual 
and refreshing bit of news when a state 
takes it upon itself to lend a hand. 


Michigan, through action of its state legis- 


lature, has embarked on an ambitions pro- 
gram to assist in what Socre'arv of Agri- 
culture Ezra Benson has called agricul- 
ture's most serious problem—marketing its 
products. The Michigan lawmakers have 
appropriated $294,000 for a marketing pro- 
gram to be directed by Michigan Stale Col- 
lege. 


Half the money will be used to discover 


new products and new uses for present 
ones, to investigate low-cost processing and 
handling methods and to determine how 
consumers can get the best out of farm 
goods. The other half will go to put these 
research results to work by (11 giving farm- 
ers direct technical help on price trends and 
marketing; t2) recommending to retailers 
better packaging methods and low-cost op- 
erating procedures and (3) keeping con- 
sumers up to date on when to buy and how 
•to make healthier diets from Michigan farm 
products. 


This would seem to be as direct a cure 


for farm ailments ns has come forth to date, 
even 
from 
the 
federal 
government. 
It 


strikes squarely at what is resarded as the 


heart of the farm problem—putting tann- 
ers' abundant harvests to the 1'cst uses for 
the most people at the lowest costs. It also 
takes the forward-looking step of seeking 
new products that might be adopted to the 
Mate's particular conditions and 
finding 


new uses for those uhich have proven their 
willingness to thrhc in Michigan soil, 


i 
The idea is in line with the currently- 


popular theory of the staU's assuming added 
lesponsibihty. It would seem to be a logical 
way for an agricultural state to promote 
its foremost industry and to help case a 
situation which is putting farmers in a 
bad light with the consuming public. 


It is interesting that the novel plan is 


being initiated by Michigan S*.?te College 
where the University of Nebraska's 
new 


chancellor-elect, Dr. Clifford M Hardin, is 
head o£ the school of agriculture. It seems 
safe to assume 
that 
Dr. Hardin is well 


enough acquainted with the program to 
make some suggestions as to its merits and 
possible application in Nebraska—if 
any- 


one should be interested in petting up a 
similar plan for Cornhusker agriculture.

British Learning Facts of Life 


If some Americans think other Americans 


are a bit slow catching on to the implica- 
tions of Geneva and Dien Bicn Phu, they 
should regard their partners in that great 
institution the English language, • for whom 
the crisis- blew up almost out of the blue," 
as the New Yorker's London correspondent 
wrote. Having read in the influential Econ- 
omist an editorial arguing that they might 
have to grasp the Indo-China nettle for fear 
of later finding a rampant Communist weed 
right in their own Commonwealth back- 
yard, a big section of the public doesn't like 
what it sees. (Nor are they alone in that.) 


They look upon intervention -with hor- 


ror, doubting that it could be effective and 
whether it would stop at the suggested limit 
of air support. On the contrary, writes Mol- 
lie Panter-Downes, they are gloomily con- 
vinced that the conflict would become- un- 
limited and might end in the atomic war 
that seems to be at the back of everybody's 
mind. "Since the Pacific explosions and 
Mr. Dulles' famous 'massive retaliation* 
phrase, the facts of the thermonuclear life 
appear to have been suddenly shaken out 
of the depths of the national subconscious 
and ranged in full public view." 


Two immediate reactions ere noted, one 


already familiar here, the decision of Cov- 
entry, so terrifically bombed a few years 
ago, to stop bothering with anything so 


senseless as civil defense. After a protest 
from Parliament, its councilmen agreed to 
wait a little while, until they could call on 
the Home Secretary and be told how to 
deal with H-bombs. The rural district 
council of Clowne, in Derbyshire, however, 
has declined even that concession. 


On hearing the "charnel house details, 


plus theological speculation as to the way 
this planet would finally be 
vaporized" 


many British of all parties were jolted into 
the shocked contemplation of such facts as 
that five H-bombs would take care of Eng- 
land, and Labour tried to add a clause to 
the atomic energy bill. It would have pro- 
vided that British production of H-bombs 
must be sanctioned in advance by both 
houses of Parliament. In the Commons 63 
Labour members voted for it, among them 
three party whips who were immediately 
"sacked" for their rebelliousness, though 
the amendment lost by 219 vot"S. 


Meanwhile some credit is being given 


this state of affairs for the incredible crowds 
drawn nightly by American Evangelist Billy 
Graham. They seem to say either that Brit- 
ish youth are far from being so godless as 
advertised, or else that a large-scale re- 
ligious revival is at hand. Starting "to a 
not especially enthusiastic reception Irom 
the piebb" yuang Dr. Graham is now "caus- 
ing the churches to look thoughtful." Ah, 
yes. 


1 One the Russians Did Invent 


The last word in something or other is 


the zeal of the Russians in contending that 
they invented jet planes, escalators, type- 
writers, tractors, bubble gum, cameras, soda 
fountains, 
radar, 
electrolysis, 
Esperanto, 


pizza, hot rods, plastics, psychiatry, TV, 
aspirin, tap dancing, or whatever, while ig- 
noring a genuine claim on the respect of 
Americans for one they actually did make 
up out of their own hears, the roller coaster. 


More than three centuries ago, relates a 


scholarly purveyor of mass amusements on 
some bluffs along the lower reaches of the 
Hudson, overlooking the town of Manhattan, 
a favorite form of distraction in St. Pe- 
tersburg was a species of high wooden ramp, 
coated with ice, down which people coasted 
on sleds. It took only 200 years for the idea 
to travel to Pans, then as now a great fun 
place, where a canny French builder used 
cars instead of sleds, thus prolonging his 
season. 
He called the device The Russian 


Mountains, and as such it eventually spread 
through Europe and across to Havana. 
It 


was known to the trade as a roller coaster, 
though it couldn't be both, since cars moved 


on banks of rollers, whereas only sleds 
actually coasted. 


The daring passengers still had to climb 


to the starting place, and naturally it would 
be in the United States that they were first 
enabled to start at ground level. Inventors 
went to town, one at Coney Island working 
on a type whose car would run through a 
simulated cannon, leap a gap as it emerged, 
then land on tracks and finish its journey. 
Trouble was, for some silly reason the cars 
would never land exactly right. The Chi- 
cago lair of 1893 saw a reversion to the 
genuine coaster, with cars resembling sleds 
and running oVi real ice. It worked fine there, 
but the next season at Coney Island came 
tragedy. 
In Chicago the thing had run 


mostly in the shade of the Ferris wheel; at 
Coney it stood in full sunlight. Result, no 
ice. 


But space cadets needn't give up. 
That 


house organ of bucolic amusements, the New 
Yorker, knows a man in the business who 
predicts a rocket coastei, with cars shot into 
the air, to fall and funnel down into a 
huge saucer-type dingus. Now that sounds 
like something a Russian might think up.

annual crop damage and livestock losses 
soar into millions of dollars. 


Add the problems of vast distances and 


inadequate transportation systems, and you 
see how the dice have been loaded against 
the farmer and grazier. 


In the postwar years, however, Austral- 


ians have been learning new \vays of lick- 
ing their old troubles, and some remarkable 
results are already showing.

Farm Mechanization 


A "mechanical revolution" on farms, for 


instance, is moving ahead steadily. The 
number of tractors in use has increased 272 
per cent alone since 1939.

No less than 19 big water conservation 


and irrigation projects are under -way or 
on drawing boards.

McCoimell Urges 
Sound Programs

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Not 
since the launching of America's 
conservation crusade nearly 
a 
half century ago, has anything 
captured the imagination of ^ the 
conservation-minded 
American 
public as has the treatment 
of 
small, upstream watersheds. 
With this observation, Ray- 
mond A McConnell Jr., editor 
of The Lincoln Journal, opened 
the first National Watershed 
Congress in Washington. Present 
lor the two-day meeting are rep- 
resentatives of various conserva- 
tion groups from over the nation. 
* • • 


THE HIGH DEGREE of accep- 
tance of the watershed concept 
means that the program must be 
developed wisely and executed 
soundly, McConnell said. The 
Watershed Congress was called 
to provide leadership for this 
program in the future, he ex 
plained. 


McConnell said the first objec 
live of the permanent organiza 
tion to be formed at the Congress 
will be to "keep a watchful eye 
on budgeting piactices" of the 
federal government. Upstream 
watershed conservation should 
be an integral part o£ all river 
basin planning and should have 
a larger part of the total natural 
resources development 
budget, 
the editor said. 
He urged a more realistic bal- 
ance 
in a resources budget 
"which provides roughly $10 mil- 
lion for upstream \vateished con- 
.seivation and flood prevention, 
as such, to 5300 million foi 
downstream control and protec- 
tion works."

McConnell said is to keep public 
and government agencies alert to 
the need for the high degree of 
co-ordination "that a soundly 
balanced land and water man- 
agement program requires." 
He explained that this means 
co-ordination among agencies at 
each level of government as well 
as among local, state and federal 
levels. 
The Congress also should help 
states improve their watershed 
conservation services in such 
fields as 
1. Inloimation 
programs to 
build support for the watershed 
plan. 
2. Establishing criteria to de- 
termine priority of projects. 
3. Making sure there are agen- 
cies to help on financial 
and 
legal aspects of the 
watershed 


program. 
4. Helping form local water- 
districts. 
5. Providing ways of easing the 
financing of local watershed pro- 
grams such as through tax relief 
in certain situations. 
6. Arranging adequate main- 
tenance of watershed works 
7. Guiding the allocation of 
federal funds that may be avail- 
able. 
McConnell recommended that 
the group form a permanent or- 
ganization "for the pursuit of our 
common goals, leaving us all free 
to pursue independently such 
special objectives as we do not 
mutually share." 
He added that arrangements 
should be made for a "much 
larger and more broadly repre- 
sentative" 
meeting later 
this 
year. 
Postal Salary 
Plan Endorsed 


Although clerks and carriers 
oppose it, Post Office super- 
visors, through Fred O. Langen- 
felder. local president, heartily 
endorse the postmaster general's 
salaiy plan now before Congress. 
It also has the support of the 
National Association of Post- 
masters. 
"It is a plan to moderni7e 
present outmoded salaiy sched- 
ules," said Langenfelder. "It is 
not 
primarily a 
pay 
raise 
measure, but rather a reclassifi- 
cation of postal jobs based on 
the principle of equal pay for 
equal work. It should correct any 
long-standing inequities which 
have 
multiplied 
through 
the 
years " 


He added that more than 80 
per cent of postal employees 
•would get a moderate pay raise 
averaging about $100 per year 
or 5 cents an hour, with oppor- 
tunity for future incieases.

Player Dissipation One of Baseball Manager's Biggest Problems

NEW YORK WV-The greatest 


problem faced by any ' baseball 
rnanager is a highly personal one 
—that of trying to superintend 
the after-hours activities of the 
group or high-spirited and tal- 
ented young colts who have been 
entrusted to his care with the 
object of winning a pennant. 
The successful manager is the 
one who solves this delicate prob- 
lem in human relationships, who 
knows when to bend a little in 
the cases of certain of his ath- 
letes who can "break training" 
with a minimum of harm and to 


crack down hard on those who 
cannot. 
* • * 


THE MANAGER who is an ab- 
solute martinet, who lays down 
stringent rules and enforces them 
inflexibly against all hands, will 
end up with a sore-headed ball 
club rooted in the second division. 
The one who tries to be buddies 
with his boys and puts them on 
their honor to keep in shape—as 
a certain freshman manager did 
some years ago—will fall on his 
face just as. surely. 


There is, in other words, a very 
delicate balance. The best of the 
managers seem to strike it sort 


of instinctively. Some never do, 
and that is why, more than any 
other reason, there is such a 
steady turnover of pilots in the 
big leagues. An owner, speaking 
honestly and privately, 
almost 
always will tell you he fired his 
manager because he "let his play- 
ers get away from him." 
Granny Hamner of the Phils 
has no real reason to feel liver- 
ish just because be discovered 
that his employers were having: 
him tailed. It's been going on as 
long as they've been around the 
game, and doubtless long before 
that. Every player we've ever 
heard discuss this facet of the 


great national pastime knew he 
was subject to a certain amount 
of surveillance during the late 
hours and accepted it with is sal- 
ary check. 
As almost all managers tested 
their wings a few times back in 
their playing days, and in addi- 
tion have heard hundreds of 
tales of the exploits of the game's 
more 
colorful 
playboys, 
they 
know that on the law of aver- 
ages they are going to draw a 
few rapscallions on their own 
squads. They 
know, too, that 
they'll have to curb these wild 
spirits lest the addiction to pleas- 


uring proves contagious and costs 
them their job*. 


WHILE WE have long heard 


of clubs, usually at the manager's 
hequest, hiring private eyes to 
check up on their athletes in ex- 
ceptional cases, the normal state 
is for the 
manager 
and his 
coaches to take care of the 
chore 
themselves. Usually one 


o£ the coaches is known pri- 
vatey among the players as the 
club's 
"policeman." 
He gets 
around 
pretty 
good, himself, 
when the team is on the road and 
makes some effort to mingle with 
the athletes, but as they are on 


to him his value as a gumshoe 
is strictly limited. 
Only when a manager be- 
comes 
doggone 
certain 
that 
things are going on that he can't 
place his finger on, when the 
percentage of bloodshot eyes and 
fielding errors passes a certain 
norm, does he seek outside help. 
There are cases, of course, where 
the front office hires a shamus 
without the manager's 
knowl- 
edge, or so we've been told. 
Players who have experienced 
such, undercover probes always 
claim that they were 
never 


fooled for a minute. They say 
this fellow always is a wild- 


eyed 
baseball 
"fan" 
who Is 
thrilled to death just to be per- 
mitted to hit the night spots 
with 
honest - to - goodness big 
leaguers and to pick up the 
beverage checks. 
Back a number of years ago 
one 
of 
these 
free 
spenders 
traveled all over the west with 
a famous Yankee club, plainly 
having the time of his life. They 
finally had to call him off, in 
fact, before he completely un- 
dermined the health of the sus- 
pects. 
From all accounts, the 
man really loved his work. 
The average manager 
today 
does a certain amount of so-

Power Golf 
Hogaii Gives 
Instruction 
On Stances 


By BEN HOGAN 


The type of stance you take on 
any shot should insure good bal- 
ance, be comfortable and pro- 
vide a firm footing. You should 
be anchored firmly to the ground, 
but at the same time be able to 
make an easy shift of the weight 
to the right leg going back. 


There are three basic stances, 
the square, the closed and the 
open. The others are variations 
of these, according to the club 
being used on the shot. In the 
square stance both feet are equi- 
distant from an imaginary line 
which should parallel the intended 
line of flight. 


In the illustration of the square 
stance, the white-tape is used to 
illustrate the relationship of the 
feet to the line of flight. A me- 
dium iron, a No. 5, is used in 
this picture and the ball is played 
from a line which, if extended 
back, would run two inches inside 
the left heel. 


The five iron is the dividing 


iron between short irons and long 
ones and most of the top players 
use a slightly opened stance for 
the short irons up to the five. 
From there on up through the 
long irons, the four, three, two 
and one. however, the stance in- 
creases in width and becomes 
square.
